Introductory 

The aim of these Conservatories are, and always have 
been to instill m pupils a thirst for knowledge, an inclina- 
tion tor conscientious, thorough work, and by so doing to 
build up a broad musical education in the fullest sense 
of the term, not merely a superficial knowledge in any one 
branch. Ihe success which has crowned its efforts is suffi- 
cient evidence that its standard of excellence has been 
fully maintained and its achievements duly appreciated 
by the earnest student. 

The methods employed will warrant the most careful con- 
sideration, and special attention is called to the advantage 
to be derived from the system here pursued, bringing to 
the pupils the direct influence of a thoroughly competent 
faculty and surrounding them with that musical atmosphere 
so essential to rapid and successful progress. 

To Parents 

It is a serious mistake, and one that has frequentlv been 
made, tor parents to insist upon their children receiving 
musical instruction at home, because they regard it as an 
accommodation. They might as well expect them to make 
satisfactory progress in their school studies bv having the 
teacher call at the house once or twice a week. The study 
of music is today as important as the study of mathemat- 
ics, literature and the sciences, and should be pursued in 
an equally efficacious manner. The old system of instruc- 
tion from teachers who go from house to house, is now al- 
most obsolete, and well it is, for such teachings cannot 
hope or be expected to accomplish much in the production 
of musicians and players, for the lack of the proper con- 
ditions and appliances with which to develop the talents 
of the pupil. By the old system, teachers were compelled 
to work without the aid of needed facilities, in unbusi- 
ness like places and ways, and the result could not be other- 
wise than the production of unbusinesslike, unmusical and 
unprofessional methods. 

The Strassberger Conservatories of Music enjoy the dis- 
tinction of being schools where the fundamental depart- 
ments receive the same careful and exacting attention as 
the finishing department. Many schools utilize cheap and 
inexperienced teachers, careless and uncertain methods with 
beginners ; though it is a well-known fact that the success 
of a pupil depends upon the system of fundamental train- 
ing pursued A correct beginning will save years of need- 
less toil and waste of money. Our system has won golden 
encomiums from press and public, for its thoroughness and 
emciency.

All these six young students 
manifested wonderful technical effects, correct conception, 
confident style, good and solid touch, securing a great suc- 
cess for themselves and their teachers. 

The vocal numbers were renderd by Agnes Hanick, who 
sang the "Cavatina" from Queen of Sheba by Gounod; Miss 
Ottila Cramer sang "Ernanie Rescue Me" by Verdi' and 
Alma Bagley sang "Ocean! Thou Mighty Monster " 'from 
Oberon by Weber, simple, charming. Their voices are full, 
rich and clear, the enunciation very distinct and placing of 
tone excellent, through their fine appearance and rendi- 
tion an enormous applause followed. 

Very difficult composition for the violin on the pro- 
gramme were delivered by Miss Esmeralda Berry, who 
played "Palpita," by Paganini, in a finished and artistic 
style. Mr. Irwin Hengelsberg played "Le Streghe," by 
Paganini, a very difficult solo, in an utmost creditable man- 
ner. A heavy composition, "Ziegeuner weisen," by Sara- 
sate, was rendered by August Schmitt extremelv well, and 
Souvenir de Moscow," by Wieniawski, never was played 
better by Frank Dittmeier than at the exercises. He was at 
his best for tone and technic. Herbert Stein delivered 
Wagner's "Meisterlied Pharaphrase" and Mascagni's 
Drinking Song," with excellent taste, round and full tone 
and steady bowing. Every number of the violin graduates 
were exceptionally well received by the very large attend- 
ing audience, for the well developed technic, true intonation, 
expression and temperament, which demonstrated the result 
of a systematic system of imparting advanced lessons with 
the best of care. 

Prof. Charles Galloway, teacher of the organ and theoret- 
ical department and chairman of the Board of Examination, 
kindly assisted as piano accompanist for the vocal and violin 
numbers in his usual excellent manner, for which he de- 
serves great credit and many thanks.

Goldbeck, ably supported the 
piano concertos and quartettes, which greatly enhanced the 
effect of these difficult compositions.

THE INTRODUCTORY EXERCISES for graduates (who didn't 
take part in the final exercises) took place at the South 
Side Conservatory large concert hall Thursdav evening, 
June 7, 1906. A selected classical programme" of piano,' 
vocal and violin compositions were rendered in an astonish- 
ing and finished manner. The several participants revealed 
a state of very considerable proficiency and gave evidence 
of well sustained progress. The concert was attended by 
an audience who thoroughly appreciated artistic work. The 
programme was opened with the piano compositions "Un 
Ballo in Maschera," by Verdi, and excellently delivered by 
Miss Merceina Losse; " Scherzo-Valse, " by Godard, was 
played splendidly by Miss Martha McElvain of McLeansbor- 
ough, 111. Later on the programme Miss Leah Zook of Tar- 
kio, Mo., performed in an effective manner "The Nightin- 
gale," by Liszt and Miss Olga Pfenninger delivered "Air 
di Ballet," by Chaminade in a masterly style. These four 
young ladies manifested wonderful effects, good taste and 
expression The vocal renditions by Miss Ella Flaminger— 
"Cavatina" La Reina de Saba by Gounod, and later on the 
programme, "At Parting" by Roseri and "Mignon" by 
d'Hardelot, were sang remarkably well and with real ardor. 
Her voice is very musical. 

The piano solo by Beethoven— " Sonata " in D major- 
was rendered by Miss Nellie Lewis of Missoula, Mont., with 
a clear musical understanding and excellent taste. Mosz- 
kowski's "Spanish Caprice" was delivered splendidly and 
in a masterly style, good taste and finish by Miss' Edna 
Rascher; and the artistic rendition of Chopin's "Berceuse" 
and "Fantasie-Impromptu" in C sharp minor was played 
extremely well by Mr. Clarence Tufts of Belleville, 'ill. 
These three high-class piano students manifested remarkable 
taste and temperament, well developed technic, artistic ex- 
pression and real pianist ic gifts, securing great success for 
themselves as well as for their teacher and school. 

The violin number "Elegie" by Ernst was rendered by 
Mr. F. R. Chaudet of Prairie due Rocher, 111., in a very 
progressive manner, showing steady bowing, clear intona- 
tion and charming expression. Mr. August Schmitt per- 
formed a difficult composition of Sarasate with wonderful 
technic and confident style. These two young gentlemen 
demonstrated great ability and musical taste, effective tech- 
nic and temperament with their production. All in all it 
was a delightful revelation of the results gained by the 
faculty of these well known institutions.
